Union Service Held to Do Honor to Andover Men Who 


Fell in the World War. 


Addresses by Dr. Stearns 


and Rev. M. W. Stackpole. 


A most impressive memorial service, with ; 
addresses by Rev. Markham W. Stackpole 
and Dr. Alfred FE. Stearns and music by 
Chomas F. Parkinson was held in the Town 
hall on Sunday evening on the eighth anni- 
versary of the Armistice season. 

Those seated on the platform 
William B. Cheever, Selectmen Andrew Mc- 
Ternen and Charles Bowman, Rev. Alfred 
C. Church, Rev. Markham W. Stackpole, 
Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, Frederick E. Cheever, 
Rev. E. Victor Bigelow, Ralph T. Berry,

commander of Andover post, No. 8, American 
Legion, Dr. Claude M. Fuess, Rev. C. Nor- 
man Bartlett and Rev. Charles W. Henry. 
Rey. Fr. Riordon who was invited to offer 
prayer, was ill and unable to be present. 

About three hundred persons attended the 
services, members of several patriotic organ- 
izations being seated at the front of the hall. 
Commander Ralph Berry spoke a few words 
of welcome and the roll of dead was read by 
Chaplain F. E. Cheever while all stood at 
attention. Taps were sounded by Charles 
Currier, bugler of Troop 1, Boy Scouts of 
Shawsheen Village. ‘Christ in Flanders” 
and “There Is no Death” were sung by 
Thomas F. Parkinson. 

Dr. Stearns spoke in part as follows: 


None of us had forgotten or will forget the 
day eight years ago when news came that the 
guns had ceased firing and the world struggle 
had come to an end, Our joy was not only 
that the boys were coming home and that war 
had ended and destruction ceased, but that 
something finer, enduring and permanent 
must now result from the bloodshed, 

Can anyone say today that we have 
achieved the results hoped for or be satisfied 
with the conditions of things as they are? 
Our best statesmen have struggled with the 
problems and the goal is seemingly farther 
away than ever. What can we do? Are we 
satisfied to leave the problems to the narrow 
visioned people who are playing for them- 
selves? No, we are not satisfied with the 
results. 

The situation is something like that of 
many years ago when the Revolutionary war 
was over, and the finest statesmen of that 
time were trying to form a constitution for 
this nation, They argued and planned and 
resolved and disagreed for weeks and no 
result was obtained. Finally Benjamin 
Franklin, than whom there has not been a 
greater statesman in this land, made a motion 
that the members of that band of politicans 
turn their thoughts to the Almighty, and 
from then on the meetings were opened with 
prayer. From that moment, there was 
unity, and soon the great Constitution of the 
United States was drawn up. Who shall say 
it was not the guidance of a mightier hand 
than theirs? Little thought has been given to 
the Almighty seemingly during these vears 
since the war, and what shall become of this 
nation or any nation who forgets Him. Just 
as it is the life of the Spirit in man which 
keeps him true to his ideals, so it is the divine 
guidance of nations which leads them on to 
higher goals.

But what doth the Lord require of thee but 
to do justly, love mercy and walk humbly be- 
fore thy God. On that foundation alone will 
we be able to build a permanent peace. 


Rey. Mr. Stackpole gave a short resume of 
the war as it affected Andover, the camp at 
Boxford, the departure of the troop trains 
through the town, the news of the front, the 
anxiety and fears and the joy which came at 
the news of the Armistice. 

He said: 


No deed dies with the doing; its fame 
lives on with lofty soul and we cherish the 
deeds of our countrymen and want to cherish 
them from now on. 

Certain great figures come to mind as we 
remember the war on this eighth observance 
of Armistice day; Cardinal Mercier, that 
great prince of the church, whose deeds of 
righteousness and mercy are world known and 
who was feared by the enemy because of his 
sheer devotion, the shadow of a great rock in 
a weary land; of Lord Kitchener, who sat at 
his desk working to bring order out of chaos 


and who formed a citizen army of the finest, 
and who went down with his ship off the 
Orkneys; of President Wilson, whose noble 
words and efforts toward world peace 
brought on his martyrdom, and the composite 
figure of the American soldier, the men who 
did their duty on land and sea, represented to 
us of Andover by the 14 men who laid down 
their lives and those who survived the battles, 
but who served just as bravely. 


We have a great heritage in the memory of 
these men. We have come to have a different 
feeling about war; we do not gather to cel- 
ebrate the glories of war, for war is not 
glorious; war is ugly, grim and terrible, de- 
structive and brutal. The young people of 
today should not be deceived by the beautiful 
flags and marching men; that is not war. 

But what of the men who are cheerful in 
face of danger, who are not unmindful of 
their fellows in trouble, who will advance un- 
flinchingly to certain death. This spirit is 
glory. It is what happens inside. I cannot 
help but think of Tom Carter, who was so 
cheerful a soldier over there, who went as a 
private into action rather than stay at home 
doing other duties, who was promoted on the 
field and led his men in this charge which re- 
sulted in his death, with a smile on his face;

Why Byrd Chose Spring for Polar Flight 


Since King Henry VIII of England started 
the North Pole hunting fever back in 1527, 
close to 400 years ago, explorers have in- 
variably made their dashes north during the 
summer months. This period was accepted 
without question as the fogical one to scrape 
acquaintance with the Pole. 

Then along came Commander Richard E. 
Byrd of the United States Navy and upset 
tradition with a new idea. Why he decided 
on a date not later than May — which is still 
winter in the Arctic — and how he circled the 
world’s peak on May 9, 1926, will be told by 
the Commander himself during his illustrated 
lecture on “The First Flight to the North 
Pole” at the George Washington Auditorium 
on Saturday, December 4. 

Byrd had noted that Amundsen had on 
two occasions been hampered in his flights by 
fog. Furthermore, he knew from personal 
experience gained with the MacMillan ex- 
pedition that fog had seriously interfered 
with MacMillan’s explorations. Search of 
such Arctic weather data as was available 
in Washington proved to Byrd’s mind that 
the early arrival in the Arctic was the one 
who avoided fog. He therefore laid his plans 
accordingly. He realized that in the early 
spring he would find the temperature lower, 
but he knew he could adequately prepare for 
that. 

How well he succeeded in avoiding any- 
thing even resembling haze is shown by the 
record. From the moment he took off at 
1:55 a.m., under a midnight sun that sent its 
rays aslant the great plane’s wing, until he 
taxied along the runway fifteen hours later at 
the end of his perilous journey, not a particle 
of haze developed to interfere with naviga- 
tion or the taking of moving pictures. The 
airways were as clear as crystal and the 
Commander was able to observe thousands of 
square miles of territory never before seen by 
man,

Advanced Poultry Students Make Two 
Interesting Field Trips 


Instructor Moore and his students made 
a trip last week to Kingston, New Hamp- 
shire, and visited five poultry plants that are 
raising winter broilers on an extensive scale. 
‘They saw some 35,000 chickens and were 
much interested in some new developments 
for providing heat. 

On two plants old dairy barns were being 

utilized, and one-pipe furnaces furnished the 
necessary heat, 
_ The chickens are closely confined, and it 
is possible for these men to be successful 
in raising chickens at this time of year under 
these conditions through the use of Cod

The yule log, the holly and 
the mistletoe, the games, the country dance, 
the flowing wassail bowl, the groaning Christ- 
mas dinner table, the simple church service, 
the Christmas carol singers and above all the 
simple sociability of rich and poor alike, all 
contributed to the charm of Christmas in the 
“good old days.” 

Now our holiday season is made up of 
hurrying about from shop to shop to make 
purchases for friends and family, worry lest 
Aunt Mary’s gift, more costly than Cousin 
Anne’s, will cause dissatisfaction, the Christ- 
mas tree, hurriedly decorated, and in general 
an agitated feeling of excitement. There is 
little peace at Christmas in this dashing gener- 
ation. 

Yet that is what Christmas really stands 
for— ‘Peace on earth, good will toward 
men!”’ “At Christmas, be merry and thankful 
withal. And feast thy poor neighbors, the 
great and the small,” sang the Christmas 
waits outside the windows in former days. 
In groups of three they used to go from house 
to house playing and singing to the towns- 
people. Then as their music died away in the 
distance the listener would drop peacefully 
off to sleep with the sweet Christmas music 
lingering in the air. 

In memory of that pleasant custom, the 
1926 Christmas seal depicts three medieval 
Christmas carolers. They call to mind the 
former days and symbolize the true Christ- 
mas spirit that unites rich and poor at this 
season of good will. At the same time they 
serve as messengers of health.

The true Christmas peace and happiness 
which can come only when the world is rid of 
sickness, is in the hearts of everyone who 
decorates his Christmas mail with the three 
gay health singers.

Good home at Railroad and Automobile 


The president of the New York 
Central lines, in a recent address at 
Toledo, made interesting comparisons 
between the amount of travel per- 
formed by railroad and the amount by 
automobile. Said Mr. Crowley: “I am 
convinced from our own experience on 
the New York Central that the auto- 
mobile, by stimulating the desire to 
travel, and thus greatly enlarging the 
market for travel service of all kinds, 
must eventually produce more railroad 
travel, especially long-distance travel.” 

In the last six years there has been a 
serious decline in the use of railroad 
for travel. The railroads as a whole, in 
spite of the increase of population, are 
performing no greater volume of pas- 
senger business than they were in 1914. 
The promoters of the automobile esti- 
mate for the present year a total of 
100,000,000,000 passenger miles of trans- 
portation, as compared with 36,000,- 
000,000 railway miles. “But what the 
larger railroad systems have been losing 
in short-haul passenger business they 
are making up in other services. On 
the Central the growth of long-distance 
travel between the great commercial 
and manufacturing centers has been 
accelerated since the introduction of the 
automobile.” 

President Crowley illustrated _ his 
point from the records of the Twentieth 
Century Limited, soon to celebrate its 
quarter-century of operation. The 
famous train is about as old as the auto- 
mobile industry, and is now carrying 
six times as many passengers as when 
it was inaugurated. It now operates 
more than 2000 sections a year, and

Bad Roads and Overpasses 


The railroad overpasses in Andover 
have been notoriously poor and due to 
this, our roads have been badly neglected 
in places. Near the Shawsheen station 
the roadbed has been in poor condition 
for years because the railroad has not 
undertaken to finish the work which the 
County and State did. On Harding 
street the overpass has been in dan- 
gerous condition, and pedestrians have 
been obliged to walk in the road with 
teams and automobiles. The situation 
on North Main street is too familiar 
to need any explanations. 

It must be gratifying to the people of 
Andover to learn that progress is being 
made in this direction, and that nego- 
tiations and conferences are beginning 
to bear fruit. Proposals for improving 
North Main street have hitherto been 
held up because the Boston and Maine 
Railroad has not agreed to renew the 
overpass, but at last it seems that this 
railroad is lending a more sympathetic 
ear to Andover’s needs. It has already 
begun to improve Harding street; next 
year it plans to finish the work on 
Haverhill street, and there is reason for 
hope that in 1928 it will build a new 
structure on North Main street. 


When the blueprints for the Harding 
street plans were first presented for 
the town’s approval, some important 
recommendations were made by the 
Board of Public Works. The most 
significant of these is the addition of a 
footbridge beside the structure origin- 
ally proposed. ‘That the Boston and 
Maine should have agreed to this speaks 
well both for the spirit of cooperation 
on the part of the railroad, and for 
the town officials who had the interests 
of the community in mind. 

In less than two weeks the County 
Commissioners will meet in Salem 
again, and once more the question of 
county aid for the resurfacing of North 
Main street will come up. ‘There is but 
one thing that Andover can do in this 
respect: Keep the question constantly 
before those who should bear part of 
the expense in this project, so that, 
when 1928 comes around, County, 
State, and railroad will join Andover 
in making Main street safe for traffic.

Annual Meeting of Historical Society 


Dr. Charles E. Abbott, prime mover in the 
affairs of the Andover Historical Society and 
president since its inception, has retired as 
active officer after fourteen years of service, 
and was elected president emeritus at the 
annual meeting held in the vestry of the 
Baptist church on Thursday evening of last 
week. 

In recognition of their debt to him the 
members of the society passed the following 
vote, presented by Edwin T. Brewster: “On 
the occasion of Dr. Abbott's retirement from 
active duty as president, this society desires 
to express and to make part of its record, its 
thanks for his efficient and devoted service. 

John V. Holt, for many years a vice presi- 
dent, was elected president torucceed Dr.- 
Abbott. Other officers are: Frank L. Brig- 
ham, first vice president; Miss Bell J. 
Butterfield, sesh vice president; George 
Abbot, treasurer; Fred Cheever, secretary; 
Miss Helen Eaton, custodian, Mrs. Arthur 
Bliss, Jr., was appointed a member of the 
board of directors to fill out the unexpired 
term of Mrs. Benjamin R. Bradley, resigned, 
and Mrs. Frank Valpey was elected to suc- 
ceed Miss Clara Putnam. Other members 
of the board of directors are Rev. F. A. Wil- 
son, William A. Trow, and Omar P. Chase. 

At the brief business meeting, held with 
John V. Holt presiding, the report of the 
secretary was read by Miss Grace Jenkins, 
and that of the treasurer by George Abbott. 
The report of the nominating committee, 
which was composed of Miss Ella Holt, 
Charles B. Jenkins, and Mrs. Francis Berg- 
strom, was given by Miss Holt, and officers 
were elected as nominated. 

A committee to arrange for a Washington 
Ball was appointed by the chair as follows: 
Frederick E. Cheever, H. Winthrop Peirce, 
and Miss Mary W. Bell. 

Comparatively little time was spent in 
discussing the possibility of acquiring the 
Robinson house as a permanent home for the 
society. Mr. Holt reported that of the 
$18,000 required, only $300 had been either 
contributed or pledged. But few replies to 
the circular letter of appeal were received, 
and of these only two disapproved of the plan 
to acquire the property. 

The entertainment of the evening was a 
talk on Sandwich Glass given by Miss 
Fonnie Davis and supplemented by a choice 
collection of beautiful and interesting speci- 
mens, such as lamps, candlesticks, plates, 
vases, cup iba and many other articles, 
including the clear flint glass, colored and 
opalescent glass. The speaker gave a brief 
history of the glassworks which were estab- 
lished by Deming Jarvis and which were the 
chief industry of Sandwich until they 
were closed in 1888. From a very small 
industry employing only sixty-five or seventy 
hands, it grew to such proportions that at 
one time five hundred were employed, with 
a proportionately increased output. It is 
said that one boy could make 1600 cup plates 
in a day, which retailed for thirty-five cents 
adozen. Collectors began to take an interest 
in Sandwich glass in 1900, and now Sandwich 
glass cup plates are sold at prices varying 
from $1.25 to $75.00 apiece for the rarer 
patterns. 

At the close of the program refreshments 
of coffee, doughnuts, and cheese were served.

Colors That Attract Insects 


Bees, and some other insects, seem to be 
able to distinguish between colors, especially 
red, blue, white, and yellow. It has been 
proved by experiments that bees are most 
strongly attracted to blue, but everyone 
knows with what affection they also hover 
over the blossoms of the white clover, red 
clover, and the greenish yellow flowers of 
the linden trees, so we know that bees pat- 
ronize blue, red, white, and yellow flowers, 
but the blue flower is the favorite. You will 
see them buzzing around the skyblue blos- 
soms of the larkspur. You will also find them 
busying themselves around the brilliant blue 
flowers of the viper bugloss, which is that 
thistle-like plant seen in the fields in summer. 
Bees that buzz around the blue larkspur 
cannot be enticed to any other flower while 
the larkspur is in bloom. 

One might think that the bees were at- 
tracted by the quality of the nectar in the 
flowers rather than by their color, but 
experiments have been made by putting 
drops of honey on pieces of paper of different 
colors, and the bees have always shown a de- 
cided preference for the honey on the blue 

per. In one experiment with a bee, a 

uquet of many kinds of flowers was ar- 
ranged. The bee alighted on the blue lark- 
spur after hovering over and touching many 
of the other flowers. Another bee was then 
introduced to the same bouquet, and this bee 
also chose the larkspur. ‘The experiment was 
repeated again and again with many bees of 
different kinds. All voted for the larkspur as 
their queen of flowers. 

The greatest variety of flowers have white 
blossoms, and there is a greater number of 
sweet smelling flowers among the white than 
among any of the other colors. The smallest 
variety of fragrant flowers is found in red, 
yet butterflies show a decided preference for 
red, but they also seem to be fond of pale blue 
flowers. Moths like yellow and white blos- 
soms, and beetles prefer yellow flowers. 

It may be the color of a certain flower the 
bee likes, it may be the perfume, or it may be 
the nectar. Itis ete nectar that the bee 
wants, but he seems to be able to distinguish 
from a distance a blue flower, and knows that 
it holds the kind of sweet that he likes best. 
It has been proved that a bee knows blue 
when he sees it, a butterfly knows red or 
orange, beetles can recognize a yellow flower, 
and flies have a decided preference for white 
flowers —Ruby Denton in “Our Dumb 
Animals,” September, 1926.

furnace fire, which got too low; the 
suddenly-arrived relative, Johnny's 
coming home from school with the 
mumps, the discovery that the gro- 
cer’s delivery boy had not come? Any 
one of these familiar happenings can 
throw the best-planned schedule in 
the world from fifteen minutes to an 
hour behind time, and no woman on 
earth can catch up!

Neuter Possessive 

Originally the pronoun “his” served 
as the neuter singular possessive. 
About the Sixteenth century this be- 
gan to be replaced with “it.” Thus 
Ben Jonsoga wrote, “It shall fright 
all it friends with borrowing letters,” 
and Shakespeare, “Go to it grandam, 
child.” About 1600 this form, in turn, 
began to be replaced by “it’s,” with 
the apostrophe. Rare in Shake- 
speare, and not to be found in the 
King James Bible of 1611, this form 
became the common literary one by 
1628. Later In the same century the 
apostrophe was dropped, conforming 
to the possessives of the other per 
sonal pronouns, and since then it has 
almost always been written “its.”

Old Longfellow Home 
Saved by Sentiment 


The old Longfellow house, In Pitts- 
field, Mass., had a narrow escape from 
destruction lately. The high school 
commission endeavored to secure pos- 
session of the land on which the old 
mansion stands, in which case the 
structure would have been demolished, 

The city council refused to adopt 
the suggestion. The high school com- 
mission announced, however, that If 
the house had been demolished it 
was prepared to salvage the staircase 
and Incorporate it into the new school 
building on account of the special 
historic interest surrounding the stair- 
way. 

Longfellow wrote many poems dur- 
ing his residence here and among 
them was “The Old Clock on the 
Stairs.” The clock stood on the stairs 
long before he occupied the house 
and when it was owned by a relative 
of his wife. Longfellow and his bride 
spent part of their honeymoon In this 
house and afterward acquired it by 
purchase.—Chicago Journal. 


Desire to Own Land 
Old as Human Race 


The instinct to acquire and own 
land is as deep rooted tn human be- 
ings as almost anything about them. 

History offers innumerable texts for 
sermons on the wisdom of land owner- 
ship and proves the foresight of the 
founders of our nation in acquiring 
great territories for unlimited expan- 
sion, 

Land ownership, mistaken for na- 
tional pride, has caused the majority 
of the world’s great conflicts. WIHl- 
Ham the Conqueror, in establishing the 
feudal system, founded the law of 
primogeniture so that great estates 
might be preserved Intact, and the 
holders obligated to the crown 
terms of men and money, 

The effect it had was to send forth 
adventurous younger sons In search of 
lands of their own, Even feudalism 
could not successfully combat the in- 
stinct to acquire and own land.

_ FOR HEALTH 


Public Health Nursing, Nutrition 
and Home Hygiene Work 
Cover the Country. 


Important contributions to public 
health were made by the American 
Red Cross through its Public Health 
Nursing Service, Nutrition Service, 
and in instruction in Home Hygiene 
and Care of the Sick. In every State 
and Alaska, with the exception of 
Delaware and Nevada, instruction 
was given by the Red Cross, also in 
the Philippines, Hawaii, Porto Rico, 
and Virgin Islands. A total of 57,370 
women and girls learned to make a 
hygienic home, and caré for the sick 
in thelr homes. 

The United States Public Health 
Service estimatcs that adequate rural 
health nursing service would cost 
$20,000,000 annually, but would save 
a billion dollars in value of human 
life, earning power, and economic con- 
servation, The American Red Cross, 
through its Public Health Nurses, of 
whom there were nearly 800 on duty 
the past year, is doing its part in 
meeting this requirement. 

The Red Cross, through its nutri- 
tion Service, taught thousands what 
to eat for health. In this country, 24 
States were served with from one to 
ten Red Cross Chapter nutrition pro- 
grams in each State. In 88 States, 
nutrition instruction was given either 
through the regular nutrition instruc- 
tors or through volunteer dietitians. 

During the school year an average 
of 15,413 individuals a month, includ- 
ing parents, teachers, pre-school, and 
school children, were assisted to a 
better knowledge of food in its rela- 
tion to health, and how to apply it to 
their daily lives. In March, 111,219 
individuals received this instruction, 
while during the year 3,588 classes 
were conducted and 6,450 conferences 
and home visits were given by nutri- 
tionists, thus reaching thousands of 
individuals, 

The Annual Roll Call for Member- 
ship from November 11 to 26 is an in- 
vitation to all persons to assist in 
maintenance of such services through 
another year by enrolling in the 
American Red Cross. 


ALWAYS AT WORK TO RELIEVE 
DISTRESS 


Since 1905 the American Red Cross 
has given relief to 854 disasters in 
the United States alone. a year sel- 
dom passes without a major calamity 
due to tornado, earthquake, fire or 
flood. The Red Cross in each case hae 
remained on the job until relief was 
completed.

World Slow to Hail 


Genius of Hawthorne 

Some of us know that great as Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne was, it was not un- 
til 1887 that through the persuasion of 
his friends he allowed himself to pub- 
lish some of his storles in book form 
under the title, “Twice Told Tales,” 
says Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly. The 
tales were received coldly and proved 
that thelr author could not live upon 
his literary earnings. At Bowdoin he 
wrote “Seven Tales of My Native 
Land,” a manuscript which, after 
many Journeys to publishers, was con- 
signed to the flames. After that he 
wrote his first novel, “Fanshawe,” pub- 
shed In 1828, but it received chilly re- 
ception, In 1825 he joined his mother 
and sister at Salem, where the ladies 
lived in seclusion, 

Here Hawthorne led the Hfe of a 
recluse, seeing little of the members 
of his family, having most of his meals 
served alone and rarely taking exer- 
cise save after dark. He wrote once 
to a friend: “We do not live at our 
house,” then announced his intention 
of tuking up literature as a profession. 
A second series of “Twice Told Tales” 
and “Mosses From an Old Manse” ob- 
tained small profit for thelr author, 
who in 1851 complained that for many 
yeurs he was “the obscurest man of 
letters In America,” 

This was the author of that Immor- 
tul work, “The Scarlet Letter,” which 
he published in 1850, and followed 
with “The House of the Seven Ga- 
bles,” and “The Blythedale Romance,” 
three books that ure universally ac- 
knowledged ranking among the liter- 
ary masterpieces of the world, 


Won Fame After Death 

Perhaps Henry Db, Thoreau of Con- 
cord, Mass, who died in 1862, is the 
only American author of renown 
whose works were not published until 
after his death. He published but 
two books while alive, both at his own 
expense, One of them had a moder- 
ate circulation, the other almost none. 
All his life he kept a journal, and all 
of this has subsequently been pub- 
lished, so that his works now total 
about 80 volumes, all of which are in 
print and in demand.

Health‘s Vanity Box — Care 
of the Skin 


“First impression last longest’ they tell 
us and a pleasing appearance is certainly 
a great asset along this line. To look our 
best we must have a healthy and well-cared 
for body; to accomplish this we have to 
look after many little things among which 
is the care of the skin, hair and nails. 

First, “skin health” is more important 
than most of us realize. By skin we do not 
mean just the complexion, but the skin over 
the whole body. It needs first of all, to be 
kept clean—soap and water are its best 
friends but they must be used with dis- 


284| cretion. Choose a soap that you find agrees 


,; with your skin, A large number of people 
find the super-fatted or so-called “greasy” 


-| soaps best, because their skins are naturally 


dry and made more so especially in winter 

by the hot, dry air in our houses. Don’t 

apply soap and fail to rinse it off thoroughly, 

always remove all soap before drying the skin, | 
For moist or oily skins, however, the glycer- 

ine soaps work well usually as they tend to| 
dry the skin somewhat. 

Baths are a purely individual matter both 
as to type and time of taking. Let your 
bath be the one that leaves you feeling best, 
be it sponge, spray, shower, plunge or tub. 
The daily cold bath is a splendid “life 
preserver” for everyone who gets a good 
reaction from it, and the warm “soap” bath 
is an absolute necessity for cleanliness. If a 
bath leaves you tired and chilly it’s the 
wrong one for you or you’ve taken it at the 
wrong time—when you were too tired 
perhaps. Baths should rest or stimulate 
the whole body—they should never cause 
fatigue. Don’t scorn the vigorous dry rub 
when for any reason the water bath cannot 
be taken—use a rough towel and go over the 
body as thoroughly as though the water 
bath had been taken. The dry rub is espec- 
ially useful for elderly people who cannot 
always take the daily bath. It is a great 
preventive for the itching of the skin which 
often bothers old people quite badly, though 
there is no eruption of any sort. The oil 


rub is also very beneficial for those with dry | Andover, Mans. 


skins and may be taken before or after the 
bath once or twice a week. 

Last, but not least, comes the “air bath.” 
Our skins do not get the air and light nearly 
enough—do give your skin a good airing 
night and morning and don’t cover it up too 
warmly at any time. The present custom 
of spending many hours in the summer ina 
bathing suit is a step in the right direction. 

Don’t, however, severely sunburn the skin, 
that is really injurious. 

A skin used to the air never “takes cold” 
as over-protected skin does. The old Indian, 
who, when asked how he could stand the 
cold weather with almost no clothes on, 
replied, “Me all face,” had the right of it. 

Remember that water on the outside only, 
will never make a perfect skin never, forget 
your “inside bath.” We need 6 or 8 glasses 
of water every day. Unless the kidneys 
and bowels do their daily work, the skin 
must suffer as well as other organs, and they 
cannot work without water. Don’t be 
stingy—water is still cheap, thank Heaven!
